Others intend to stay in Ttaly to live,
Their enrnings in thix country, largely
inerensnd through the hign wages paid
in munition plante, shippards and in
nearly all lines of employment during
the war period, have enabled thousands
of Ttalljans to nmass what, to foreign
residents, is considered a comfortable
competence,

Nenrly 100,000 Ttalinne, it was esti.
mated by loecal sténmship agents here
today, have gone banek ta their former
homes in Ttaly since the ending of the
waorld wiar,  More will follow with the
palling of each ship to Ttalinn ports, it

MINT STILL COINS CENTS

2,200,000 to 3,000,000 a Day Made,

by Plant Here

At last the lowly penny has ecome
into its own, and at present the little
brown coln is the most important unit
fn the currency of the United Statos,
Without its aid the more dignified dime,
quarter and half-dollar are helpless,
To meet the universal demand for the
new king of coins the United States
Mint at Seventeenth and SBpring Garden
strects is turning out from 2,200,000
to 3,000,000 cent pieces each day., Even
pennies behind.

The application of war taxes have

caused an unprecedented demand for the|

penny, and, according to Adam M. Joyce,
superintendent of the mint, when they
‘were first instituted there was a sur-
prising shortage of pennies in circuln-
tion.

LITTLE MOTHERS’ LEAGUES
ATTRACT MANY CHILDREN

Tlll". Child Federation has been co-
operatipe  with  the public  school
lrlﬂ.\'xrmm*l depnrtment of the Roard
Eduecation forming little mothers’
Teagues to instruet the chilideen in the
‘eare of their baby brothers and sisters,

Written examinations give evidenee
that the fundamentals of child eare have
been learned and that the serious impor-
tnnee of the work of the federation has
taken deep root.

Many of the children whe have re-
veived the instruction ete actually little
mothers who are lnrgely responsible for
the eare of the habies in their families,

““From the course of lectures given by
Miss Lovelan. we have learned the fol -
lowing,"" writes a little girl in seventh
grade,  ““There are four pests: the fy,
liee, mosquitoes and bedbugs. The fly
is a very bad inxect, 1t is around sick
people and garbage cans and then ear-
ries disease to babies, You should put
netting over your baby while it is out.

Baby May Roll OF Lap

“In washing a baby while it Is very
yvoung you should wash it on the table,
beeause if you wash it on your lap it
might roll off ; and when it gets older,
you should have a little tub to bathe it
in: and when you hear the doorbell ring
you should never let your baby in the
| tub while you go becnuse m ay of them
got drowned, aud yon should use castile
sofp beeanse that is the best."”
| **You should always br caveful to hold |
the baby's head, for its neck is very
weak, and if it s not held carefully it
||nlght be injured,'” writes another)
